Last Friday afternoon about five 
o'clock, at Narrows. Hiram Powers 
I shot and killed almost instantly, 
Fitzhugh Renfrow. Powers was ar- 
rested in a short while by Sheritf 
Cal P. Keown who was at the time 
of the killing at Fitrdsville five 
miles away arriving on the train 
which was held until the arrest could 
> be made, then the train was again 
boarded and at 10:90 o’clock Powers 
was at Hartford surrounded by 
a guard in whose custody he remain- 
l ed until Monday afterncsm when he 
was placed in jail to await the action 
of the grand jury which assembles 
at the May term of Circuit Court. 

Powers tells one story and parties 
who saw the affair tell an altogether 
different one about the killing ami 
what transpired at the time. 

* Renfrow was the senior member of 
the Mercantile firm of Fitzhugh 
Renfrow ft Co., general merchants 
at Narrows. Powers is in the saw- 
mill business. 

As gathered from current reports 
the facts are these; at the time of 
the shooting which resulted in Mr. 
Renfrow ‘s death he was at or near 
Dr. Maxwell's residence in Narrows 

• ♦ having gone there a short time be- 

fore to see Dr. Maxwell about some 

• business transaction, and while en- 

• gaged in conversation with him. 
Powers came up and demanded to 
know of Renfrow what he was going 
to do about some of the formers 
fence that had burned from fire 
started by Renfrow in cleaning off 
his ginseng garden. Renfrow told 
him that he would pay him for the 

. damage or rebuild the fence, but 
i that he (Powers) was drinking and 
it was best to wait until some other 
time. At this. Powers became en- 
raged dreuPa dirk knife and started 
at Renfrow with it drawn declaring 
thm t the burned fence matter should 
be settled right then. Renfrow re- 
treated and as he did so he picked up 
a piece of brick and as powers con- 
1 tinued advancing he threw the brick 
gt him but missed him. At this 
juncture Powers drew his revolver. 
Renfrow begged him not to 'shoot 

• but his entreaties were unheeded 
and two or three shots were quick- 
ly fired one of which took effect in 
the right and another in the left 
aide of Renfrew's abdomen. Seeing 
that there was no means of escape 

9 as Jong as Powers had the revolver, 
Renfrow advanced and grappled With 
him in an effort to takeghe pistol 
from him. This he was about to 
succeed in doing, having thrown 

• Powers to the ground, but two more 
shots rang out one piercing his arm 
and the other taking effect in his chest 
and Renfrow fell mortally wound- 

, ed his prostrate form lying on his 
slayer. Powers again drew his - dirk 
knife and attempted to cut the al- 
most lifeless body but J. B. Renfrow, 
a brother of the man, killed, came 
upon the scene and took the 
knife from him and began to 
use him up somewhat roughly deal- 
ing him severakblows with his fist 
and shoeheels and had not others 

* interfered Powers would no doubt 
have been beaten most to death by the 
outraged brother $f the murdered 
man. 

After Powers had accomplished 
^ this dastardly crime he went to his 
home and reloaded his revolver and 
procured a double-barrel shotgun 
and backed himself into an open 
closet and defied anybody to ap- 
proach him or to try to arrest him. 
When Sheriff Keown arrived how- 
f ever he reconsidered the matter and 
surrendered without resistance. 

Feeling against Powers ran high 
4 and it ia reported that within twenty 
minutes after the train, that bore 
Sheriff Keown , and the prisoner 
away from Narrows, left there, there 



j were no less than forty or fifty citizens 
of the town and surrroundine com- 
munity assembled with a view, it is 
! thought, of mobing Powers. The 
| timelv munner and dispatch with 
' which Sheriff Keown took him into 
! custody avoided this complication 
j and the law will take its course as in 
j -other cases. 

Powers clnims that Renfrow threw 
several bricks at him and knocked 
him down with one before he at- 
tempted to hurt him. It is also ru- 
mored that Powers was at the time 
mentally unbalanced and physicians 
who have examined him say there is 
no doubt but that he is considerably 
off his balance. 

The funeral and burial of Mr. 
Renfrow occurred Sundav. amid 
one of the largest crowds ever as- 
sembled on such an occasion 
in the county. He was a man of 
sterling worth and his tragic end 
has cast a gloom over the entire 
community.

Mrs. Murrell was a member of the 
Presbyterian church, and a conscien- 
tious christi an, and her beautiful 
Christian character won for her many 
friends. She was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Womans’ Christian Tem- 
perance Union and accomplished a 
great deal towards advancing the 
cause of temperance. 

ROOSEVELT AT LOUISVILLE 

Demonstration of High Tribute 
to tbe Nation's Chief 
Executive. 

Louisville, Ky., April 4. — For the 
first time in nineteen yeara Louisville 
did honor to a President today, wel- 
coming President Roosevelt in true 
Kentucky style and bidding him God- 
speed with cheers. 

When the President alighted from 
the train cheers arose from thou- 
sands of throats. "Hurrah for Ted- 
dy,” “Good Old Boy,” and “Hurrah 
for Roosevelt” seemed to be the 
most favored expressions, and the 
President responded by repeatedly 
bowing and raising his hat. 

The presence of the nation’s chief 
executive within the city’s gates was 
the occasion of one of the most elab- 
orate demonstrations ever seen here. 
Thousands of people lined the streets 
along the line of the parade, and the 
crowd cheered vehemently when 
the President , now and then doffing 
his hat and smiling pleasantly’ was 
driven to the speaker’s- stand, whioh 
had been erected in .front of the 
court house. 

Here the crowd filled every, nook 
and cranny, gaped from housetops 
and hung from the crossbeams of tel- 
egraph poles. After a speech of fif 
teen minutes, which was often inter- 
rupt by vehement cheeres, the pres- 
ident was driven<o the Seventh street 
depot, from which his special train 
left at 11 o’clock for St. Lquis. 

No, an incident marred the pleasure 
of the day. The programme was 
carried out with prefection. The 
immense parade, complex in its com- 
position, passed through streets 
lined with waving, cheering thou- 
sands. Gorgeous costumes, gay 
flags, good humor, the smiles of the 
President as he stood bowing in his 
carriage, harmonized to make both 
splendid and informal the greatest 
ententainment ever planned by the 



city of Louisville. 

Everybody had a regular old- 
fashion good time. The President 
was undiaguisedly pleased. 



BURNED TO DEATH 

Did Dr. Hale and Wlh. Divens 

in Deanfield Lockup. 

, 

Bodies Burned Beyond Recogni- 
tion-Twelve Hours in 
tbe Fire. 

Dr. John Hale, of Lyonia, Hancock 
county, and William Divens, of 
Deanfield, lost their lives by burning 
to death in a fire that destroyed the 
Deanfield lockup last Friday night. 

The two men were arrested about 8 
o’clock Friday night for drunkenness 
and placed in the lockup in default 
of bail. There was no fire in the 
building Aid no light about 12: 30 
o'clock Lee Basham, who lives a 
short distance from the site of the 
lockup, was awakened by the glare 
of flames through the window. leap- 
ing out of bed he gave the alarm 
and ran himself to the scene. 
There was no possibility of doing 
anything, however, to save the men. 
The door was quickly burst open but 
the inside was a mass of flame, 
which swept out of the door.shutting 
off, after the first moment all view 
of the anteror. All the people in the 
town were soon at the fire and they 
stood about until the building was a 
mass of embers, many remaining all 
night. 

The remains of the men were not 
rescued untill the fire had burned it- 
self out. What was left on Hale's 
body weighed about twenty-five 
pounds. The remains of Divens 
weighed about fifteen pounds. It 
was very difficult to distinguish the 
remains, as they were charred to 
such an extent. 

The coroner’s inquest returned a 
verdict of death by accidental fire, 
starting in a manner unknown. 

Dr. John Hale was about Tfifty-twft 
years of age. He was a son of the 
late Pike Hale, of Calhoun, and had 
many relative in Daviess and Ohio 
counties. He was well known as a 
citizen and bore a good reputation 
except for occasional sprees in which 
he would indulge. He was married 
and is survived by his wife and two 
children. 

William Divens was a miner. He 
formerly worked in the mines at 
Deanfield, but a few years ago open- 
ed a small country mines, which he 
worked for himself, supplied the 
neighborhood demand for coal. He 
was about fifty years old and 
married. 

There is only one theory as to the 
origin of the fire. Both men were 
confirmed smokers and it is presum- 
ed that in lighting his pipe one or the 
other set the bedding on fire. If 
they made any outcry.the noise was 
not heard as both were dead and 
burned to a crisp before the fire was 
discovered. 

The bodies were not certainly iden- 
tified. It is believed that one which 
was near the door was that of Dr. 
Hale, on account of the metal but- 
tons on hisclotheBand that the other 
was Divens because the .body of a dog 
was found the remains crouched in 
one corner. Divens' dog was placed 
in the lockup with him at his request 
when he was arrested by Marshal 
Evans.

Blue Ridge, Va., April 3. The 
discovery of an iron vault, contain- 
ing $20,000 and close beside it two 
human skeletons in a deserted cave 
on Wolfe’s Creek, near here, this 
morning, is thought to he the solu- 
tion of two of the most puzzling 
mysteries this section has ever 
known. 

The vault containing the money, 
which was in silver and gold coins 
ranging from one to twenty dollars, 
was found by Howard Thompson, 
foreman, and his gang of timber cut- 
ters on the Blue Ridge Mountain.

Montana has produced a Robin son 
Crusoe, says a Montana exchange. 
Harry Dean’s exjierierice on ai^island, 
away up near Bering Straits, perhaps 
is not similar to that of Robinson Cru- 
soe, yet, as it is related by friends in 
Montana, it recalls the famous ad- 
ventures of Crusoe. Dean, a ma- 
chinist of Montana left there last Ju- 
ly for Alaska. He was one of the 
Wetzstein party headed for Dry Is- 
land, about 40 miles from Kodiak. 
Not long after making camp there 
the party disbanded, Wetzstein and 
the others, except Dean, return- 
ing inland. There was adven- 
ture in it for Dean and he started 
out to find a gold deposit for him- 
self. Scattered here and there were 
small prospecting parties, and these 
Deqn met at intervals. One by one 
the prospectors left the island, and 
one day Dean took a survey of the 
little island and discovered that he 
was master of all that he saw he 
was in undisputed possession of Dry 
Island. The island is one of a long 
chain that extends out toward the 
straits and is noted chiefly for its 
rocks. No considerable quantity of 
gold has been taken from the island. 
Yet they say the prospect there is 
as inviting as it is on any of its com- 
panion islands: hence the tenacity 
with which Mr. Dean held to the 
prospect in view.

"In the course of the summer of 
1782, the spies who had been down 
the Ohio below Limestone discovered 
where a party of about twenty In- 
dians had crossed the Ohio and sunk 
their canoes in the mouth of Holt’s 
creek.

a prisoner, 
alone at the Indians and save the 
white man. His men fired; the two 
Indians fell. The headway which the 
canoe had. ran it upon the shore; the 
white man in the canoe picked up 
his gun. and as Kenton ran down to 
the waters edge, to receive the man, 
he snapped his gun at the whites.

The End of the World’s Fair. 

(World*. Work.) 

On a bid of $450,000 a Chicago 
company has bought, and is remov- 
ing, buildings, the material and con- 
structing of which cost $14,000,000. 
This includes all the physical proper- 
erty of the exposition company ex- 
cept the intramural cars and street 
railway equipment, which were sold 
to the St. Louis Car Company for 
$150,000; the Palace of Liberal Arts, 
which is to be permanent, and a few 
miror structures. 

Thus the company has come into 
possesion of 100,000,000 square feet 
of good building lumber, 200,000 
square feet of sash lumber, 10,000 
doors, 1,600,000 square feet of glass 
skylights, 3,000,000 square feet of 
iron and felt roofing, 4,000,000 
square feet of burlap of wall cover- 
ing, 500,000 incandescent lights, and 
copper wire which cost $650,000. 
Among its assets are two hospitals 
complete in all modern equipments 
3 greenhouses ready for utilization 
anywhere, each 300 feet long, with 
many sorts of plants and flowers, a 
fire department big enough for a 
city of 50,000 inhabitants comprising 
9 engines and 100,000 feet of rubber 
hose, thousands of chairs of all sorts 
miles of iron picket woven wire 
fences, hundreds of decks, wagons, 
dump cars and steam rollers enough 
to fit up a dozen good road societies 
and many other sorts of parapher- 
nalia. 

Out of the structures, equipments 
and furnishings of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition a good-sized 
city should be built. The debris 
would construct half a dozen fairs 
like that at Buffalo in 1901, or that 
which is to open in Portland, Ore., 
in June 1905. 



An Extinct Town. 

The town of Mettamiscontis, Me., 
which was incorpaifd in 1839 and 
grew into a prosperous settlement, 
has met with reverses and is about 
to surrender its town organization. 
On March 4, 1904, its population had 
dwindled to twenty-eight, and every 
one in town was either a Sawyer or 
a Roberts.
